As usual radical labor agitators are seekhiR to befog 


the public mind as to the present problem relative to national 
agreTncnts and working conditions imposed upon the rail- 
roads which reduce efficiency and increase cost .of operation. 


The railroads ask that these relics of wartime control be 


set aside hrfavor of new agreements between the roads and 
their-employes.

There is no suggestion of abrogation of the principle of 


recognition of unions or the practice of collective bargaining. 
The question is whether the national agreements unduly 
enhance the cost of-railroad operation, which the public in 
the end pays. 
High railroad rates contribute much to the 


present industrial depression and have .gone far to paralyze 
the lumber industry, which employs more than half the 
workmen in the Pacific northwest. The first step to "bring 
down rates must be increased economy in railroad operation. 
The national agreements.have been declared an obstacle to 
economy; it is up to their defenders to prove that they are 


' Railroad executives do not so much complain about wage 


as about working conditions- 
They charge that thp.. agree- 


ments forced on them since December SI. 1917, cause great 
waste and great inefficiency and that the cost of opcratior 
is thus much increased. 
They make these specific declar 


ations:

That the number of shop men has been increased since 


December 31, 1917, from 302,828 to 443,77.1, or 47 percent 
and their total wages from $317,879,549 to about $890,000.- 
000, or 180 percent. 
That the number of clerks has been increased from 


184,063 tot 238,093. or 29 percent, and their wages from 
$180,000,000 to $399,300,000 or 112 percent. 


That the number of maintenance of way employes has 


been increased from 350.000 to 370,000 and their wages from 
$220,000 to $470,000,000 or 112 percent. 


That "this increase in the number of employes was due to 


rules and working conditions which destroyed the efficiency 
of labor, reduced the output per man and rendered it neces- 
sary to employ a much larger number of men." The increase 
in aggregate wages was due largely to. this cause, not alone 
to increase in rates of wages.

"As regards operating, American methods are usually 


compared, with those of other countries, especially Great 
Britain. 
The average American and Britisher possess an 


entirely different psycology. 
The former wants quick' re- 


turns, inclined only to putting time and money into ventures 
where a large percentage of profit is possible. Except under 
war conditions, this is not usual in the shipping industry. 
The British arc accustomed to figuring their profits over a 
period of years, accepting the lean times as inevitable. There 
are only a few shipping companies in this country that do 
business in this way, and they are old-established and ex- 
perienced operators. 


"Possibilities of making largo profits in shipping during 


the next few years seem remote, but for the general wel- 
fare of the country and eventual prosperity of all American 
industries, an American merchant marine is needed.

It is interesting that serious'abstract thinking, def-., 
inite spiritual developments and a fine sense of discrimi- 
nation between the fit and unfit are direct products, of a 
little home girl's uncensored contact with the rough-and- 
ready, as it is reflected in the pages of newspapers. 


It is well enough to begin at ten to realize that life is 


not a fairy story. The consequences -of shallow", romance 
are too pathetic. It is well enough to start early to build 
strong minds as well as strong limbs, to meet inevitable 
hard facts. 
I see no charm in so-called "innocence, x 
which is mere ignorance. Ignorance is the great unpre- 
paredness. . •

• I think we need not fear truth in newspapers, 


though it often may be ugly and terrifying. More

should we fear soft and subtle untruth or half- 
truth. Our supreme fear should concern sup- 
pression of facts—a darkness concealing snares 
for our feet and traps for our young. . 
Today's news, more than editorials or sermons,.charts,: 
a safe course for those who run and read. Today's news 
is human experience in the concrete, capable of easy in- 
tellectual or emotional Understanding and suggestive of 
an application to our own lives and acts. It is not true 
that we learn only from actual experience. 


HE WHO DISTORTS THE TRUTH IN NEWSTELL- 


ING, EITHER IN MALICE OR RECKLESSNESS, IS A 
PUBLIC MENACE. I speak for the clean mind of a child, .. 
•gathering first impressions of life. A dishonest merchant 
who sells her sugar does a harm which a physic can 


. cure, .Shoddy sold for wool is a mean deception, but her 


body can survive the chill. .

Adulterated news, untruth or half-truth, pre- 


sented in columns where people have a right to 
look for dependable, authenticated, sifted fact, 
strikes like a poisoned dart at the delicate tissue 
of her intellect with incalculable potential harm. 
False mental impressions, particularly on plastic 


minds, are more difficult of eradication than would be 
the neutralization of poison in the blood. Nature causes 
the latter to express a definite symptom, which calls out 
a prescribed serum. But a germ of untruth planted in 
the human mind may lie concealed in subconsciousness 
throughout a lifetime and work its evils unnoticed by the 
victim. 


If-you create a viciously false image, in the guise of 


news, in the mind of ;my child, and if providential acci- 
dent does not-occur to correct the error, you may cause 
her feet to stray, her arm to be misdirected, her expres- 
sion to be warped and faulty.

Cherokee nation at Tahleuu.i'i were 
minted to ns u moro recent Instance 
of his claim. There were HO many 
conferences nnd commute-; uiuellngs 
hat It was late when a minister, 
who was president of the Keetoowah 
society, opened the official conven- 
.lon without asking nni! of the many 
Indian ministers to utter a prayer. 


As soon as the official Welcomes 


nnd responses were 
made, 
John 


Hicks, ST) years old, former' union 
soldier arose, nnd with biting nar- 
casm, criticised the Cherokee lead- 
ers for so forgetting God as to open 
tho convention without prayer. 


"The early history of the United 


States contain* many Instances or 
whore the Indians whom tho' colo- 
nists found here took tho newcom- 
ers to tho emissaries of the Great 
Spirit."'
